The following Act of Parliament received the assent of the President on the 
6th August, 1984, and is hereby published for general information:— 

THE EMPLOYEES’ STATE INSURANCE (AMENDMENT) 

ACT, 1Q84 

No. 45 of 1984 

[6th August, 1984.] 

An Act further to amend the Employees’ State Insurance Act, 1948. 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Thirty-fifth Year of the Republic of India 
as follows: — 

1. (1) This Act may be called the Employees’ State Insurance (Amend¬ 
ment) Act, 1984. 

(2) It shall come into force on such date as the Central Government may, 
by notification in the Official Gazette, appoint, and different dates be 

appointed for different provisions of this Act and for different States or for 
different parts thereof. 

2. In the Employees’ State Insurance Act, 1948 (hereinafter referred to as 
the principal Act), in section 2,— 

(a) in clause (2),— 

(/) for the words “being not less than twenty-five but not 
exceeding twenty-seven consecutive weelu or”, the words “being 
not exceeding” shall be substituted; 

(it) in the proviso, the words “or shorter” shall be omitted; 
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(b) in clause (‘‘l 

(/) lor die words "being not less than twenty-five but not 
exceeding twenty-seven consecutive weeks or”, the words ‘‘being not 
exceeding” shall be substituted 

(it ) in the pioviso, the woids "or shorter” shall be omitted; 

(c) in clause (9l, in sub-clause ( b ), for the words “one thousand 
rupees” at both the places wherever they occur, the words “one thousand 
and six hundred rupees” shall be substituted; 

(d) for clause (23 ), the following clause shall be substituted, namely:-— 

‘(23) “wage period” in relation to an employee means the period 
in respect of which wages are ordinarily payable to him whether in 
terms of tin contract of employment, express or implied or otherwise;’. 

3. In section lSof the principal Act,— 

(a) in ^■-section (1), for the words “ore thousand and two 
hundred ru^Bs”, the words “two thousand and two hundred fifty 
rupees” sha^Be substituted; 

(b) in sub-sections (3) and (4), for the words and figures “Class I 
or Class II”, the words and letters “Group A and Group B” shall be 
substituted. 

4. In section 39 of the principal Act, — 

(a) for sub-section (3), the following sub-section shall be substituted, 
namely:— 

“(3) The wage period in relation to an employee shall be the unit 
in respect of which all contributions shall be payable under this Act.”; 

(b) in sub-section ( 4 ), for the word “week” wherever it occurs, the 
words “wage period” shall be substituted 

5. Tn section 42 of the principal Act,— 

(a) in sub-section (1), for the words “are below one rupee and fifty 
paise”, the words “during a wage period are below six rupees” shall be 
substituted; 

(fc) in sub-section (2), for the word “week”, the words “wage period” 
shall be substituted; 

(r) sub-section (3) shall he omitted. 

6. For section 47 of the principal Act, the following section shall be sub¬ 
stituted, namely:— 


“47. A person shall be qualified to claim sickness benefit for sickness 
occurring during any benefit period if the contributions in respect of him 
were payable for not less than half the number of days of the corresponding 
contribution period.”. 

7. In section 50 of the principal. Act, for sub-section (I) and the proviso 
thereto, the following sub-scction shall be substituted, namely: — 

“(1) An insuied woman shall he qualified to claim maternity benefit 
for a confinement occurring or expee'ed to occur in a benefit period, if the 
contributions in respect of her were payable for not less than half the num¬ 
ber of days of corresponding contribution period.”. 
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8. In section 56 ol the principal Act, in sub-section (3), tor me word “week”, 
the word “period’’ shall be substituted. 

9. In section 78 of the principal Act, in sub-section (1), for the words 
and figures “section 195 and Chapter XXXV ol the Code ot Criminal 
Procedure, 1898”, the words and figures “section 195 and Chapter XXVI 
ol the Code of Criminal Procedure, 1973” shall be substituted. 

10. In section 95 of the principal Act, after sub-section (2), the follow¬ 
ing sub-section shall be inserted, namely:— 

“(2X) The power to make rules conferred by this section shall 
include the power to give retrospective effect, from a date not ear¬ 
lier than the date of commencement of this Act, to the rules or any 
of them but no retrospective effect shall be given to any rule so as to pre¬ 
judicially afiect the interest ot any person other than the Corporation to 
whom such rule may be applicable.”. 

11 . In section 96 of the principal Act, after sub-section (2), the 
following sub-section shall be inserted, namely:— 

“(8) Eveiy rule made under this section shall be laid as soon 
as may be after it is made, before, each House of the State Legis¬ 
lature where it consists of two Houses, or, where such Legislature 
consists of one House, before that House.”, 

12. In section 97 of the principal Act,— 

(а) in sub-section (.1), after the words “I he Corporation may,”, 
the words “with the prior approval of the Central Government and” 
shall be inserted; 

(б) after sub-section (3), the following sub-section shall be 
inserted, namely: — 

“(4; Every regulation shall, as soon as may be, after it is 
made by the Coiporaliou, be forwarded to the Central Govern¬ 
ment and that Government shall cause a copy of the same to 
be laid before each House of Parliament, while it is in session 
for a total period of thirty days, which may be comprised in 
one session or in two or more successive sessions, and if, before 
the expiry of the session immediately following the session or 
the successive sessions aforesaid, both Houses agree in making 
any modification in the regulation or both Houses agree that 
the regulation should not be made, the i egulaiion shall there¬ 
after have effect only In such modified form or be of no effect, 
as the case may be; so, however, that any such modification or 
annulment shall be without prejudice to the validity of any¬ 
thing previously done under that regulation.”. 

13. Ih the First Schedule to the principal Act,— 

(a) for paragraph 1, the following paragraph shall be substi¬ 
tuted, namely: — 

“1. The amount of contribution for a wage period shall be, 
in respect of— 

(a) employer’s contribution, a sum (rounded to the next 
higher multiple of five paise) equal to five per cent, of the 
wages payable to an, employee; 
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(fa) employee’s contribution, a sum (rounded to next 
higher multiple of five paise) equal to two and one-fourth 
per cent, of the wages payable to an employee. 7 ’; 

(fa) in paragraph 2,— 

(i) in the opening portion, after the words “daily wages’’, 
the words “during a wage period for the purposes of section 42 
and sub-paragraph (fa) of paragraph 6 of this Schedule” shall 
be inserted; 

(H) in sub-paragraph (fa), the word “first’’ shall be omitted; 
(i/i) Explanation II shall be omitted; 

(c) after paragraph 2, the following paragraph shall be inserted, 
namely:— 

"2A. The average daily wages during a contribution period 
in respect of an employee for the purposes of paragraphs 4, 5 
and sub-paragraph (a) of paragraph 6 of this Schedule shall btj 
the sum equal to one hundred and fifteen per cent, of the aggre¬ 
gate amount of wages payable to him during that period divided 
by the number of days (including paid holidays and leave days) 
for which such wages were payable-”; 

(d) for paragraph 3 and the Table thereunder, the following 
paragraph and the Table shall be substituted, namely: — 

‘3. Daily rate of benefit (hereinafter referred to as the 
“standard benefit rate”) in respect of group of employees speci¬ 
fied in the first column of the Table below shall be the amount 
respectively specified in the corresponding entry in the second 
column thereof.
